2016 PRIMARY ELECTIONS 
 
The 2016 Primary Elections are being conducted mainly by mail for which registered voters in Salt Lake County were mailed a 
ballot. In conjunction with vote by mail, notice is hereby given that In-Office and Early Voting will also be conducted for the 2016 
Primary Elections for all eligible registered voters. Anyone may choose to vote in-office or early and voters must show 
valid identification.   
 
PARTISAN PRIMARY ELECTIONS 
There are countywide partisan primaries for the Democratic and Republican Parties.  (NOTE:  In accordance with State Law, 

political parties have the option to open their primary to all voters regardless of party affiliation or close their primary to only the 
voters who are affiliated with their party.  The Democratic Party Primary is open and the Republican Primary is closed.)   
 
NON-PARTISAN PRIMARY ELECTIONS 

There are also non-partisan primary elections for school boards, metro townships and Millcreek City offices pertaining to certain 
districts of the County.  The non-partisan elections are open to all voters regardless of party affiliation.
